Previously, motorists have 
been required to take a road test 
to have this restriction I’emovcd. 

“This new policy will save mo¬ 
torists thousands of dollars and 
much inconvenience,” Registrar 
of Motor Vehicles James R. Law- 
ton said today in making the an¬ 
nouncement. 

Under current law, a motorist 
must secure a Learner's Permit 
prior to taking a driving license 
examination. By allowing the 
change of licenses to take place 
as a removal of restriction leather 
than as a new license examina¬ 
tion, it will not be necessary for 
these motorists to first secure a 
Learner’s Pei-mit. 

A Learner’s Permit examina¬ 
tion costs $2 and the driving li¬ 
cense examination or road test, 
$3. Some 8,000 motorists a year 
seek to have the automatic-shift 
restriction removed. 

“It was certainly not the inten¬ 
tion of Governor Peabody or the 
Legislature in passing the Learn¬ 
er’s Permit program to require

Mr. Harvey said the increase

“We are maintaining our 4 per 
cent rate on savings accounts,” 
the West Springfield Co-opera¬ 
tive Bank official said. 

"The new, higher dividends are 
payable Feb. 12 for the three 
month period ending Jan. 8 of 
this year. 

The total dividend to be paid 
by the West Springfield Co-oper¬ 
ative Bank on Feb. 12, Mr. Har¬ 
vey said, will amount to $198,377, 
representing more than 74 per 
cent of the earnings in the divi¬ 
dend quarter.

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Q. I worked as a machinisl for 
a corporation and receive $4r)()0 in 
wages a year. I am also a i)art- 
; ner in a small machine shop 
i which makes about SIOOO a year 
profit. There are only two of us 
in tlie jiartnership, and we .share 
profits equally. Do I gel credit 
from both types of work for so¬ 
cial security? 

A. The maximum earnings 
w’liich can be credited to your so¬ 
cial security account for one year 
is $4800. If you receive wages, 
you can receive credit only for a 
sufficient amount of your self- 
omploymont net earnings to bring 
the combined figure upto $4800. 
Since your employer paid you 
wages of $4500, you should file 
a Form 1065 (Partnership Re¬ 
turn) and Schedule C to show 
$800 of net earnings in order to 
receive credit for the $4800 maxi¬ 
mum. 

(J. How do you report your in¬ 
come for social security if you 
have opened a business—1 had 
alway.s worked for .someone else 
and now T am working for my¬ 
self? 

A. You do this by filling out a 
Schedule C (Profit or Loss from 
Business or Profession) as an at¬ 
tachment to your income tax re¬ 
turn. You should be careful to 
show all your x’eceipts from your 
business, deduct all the allowable 
business expenses and deprecia¬ 
tion generally found in yoin’ par¬ 
ticular type of business and come 
up w'ith your net earnings or 
profit. You should file your re¬ 
turns as soon as possible but not 
later than April 15.

BOUNDARY DISPUTE 


By Edith LaFrancis 

.A-ccording to the oxdginal charter of Massachusetts, the south 
boundary of the colony was to run west from a point three miles 
south of the southeasternmost part of the Charles River. Where 
thus line would hit the banks of the Connecticut River was much in 
doubt and for eight years Springfield was considered to be in Con¬ 
necticut. 

In 1642 the line was suiweyed by Nathaniel Woodward and 
Solomon SafTery under Massachusetts authority. Either these men 
were not qualified or wandering in the wilderness made them care¬ 
less, at any rate they made a mistake which was the foundation of 
ii dispute which lasted many years. 

They established what they thought was the correct point below 
the Charles River but instead of running the suiwey across country 
they boarded a boat and sailed around Cape Cod and up the Con¬ 
necticut River to establish a corresponding point on the same degree 
of latitude. Tliey were eight miles too far south, which put Wood- 
stock, Enfield, Suffield and part of Windsor in Massachusetts. 

Connecticut discoved the mistake and had a new survey made. 
Massachusetts x-efused to recognize it. Commission ax’guecl, sevex'al 
pi'oposals wei'e made by they could come to no agreement. 

In 1708 both colonies sent letters to the Bidtish Goveimment 
asking for aibitration on the mattei*. Action was held up because 
of the death of Connecticut’s London agent. Also a move was afoot 
in London to annul the private chax'tei’s and make Connecticut a 
Royal Colony. Both colonies decided it would be wise not to di*aw 
further attention to their affairs and in 1713 finally' got together, 
.settling the argument themselves. 

Massachusetts was given juiisdiction over all her old boi-der 
towns—even though they fell south of the new line! In return for 
this concession, Massachusetts gave to Connecticut an equal area of 
land situated in western Massachusetts and New Hampshire. Soon 
afterwards Connecticut sold the land obtained on this deal and gave 
the money, 683 pounds, to Yale College. 

This seemed a good arrangement at the time but forty years 
later the conflict flared up again. They had ovex'lookcd two points; 
they neglected to get I’oyal confirmation for the agx’eement, and they 
neglected to ask the oponion of the people in the towns ixivolved.

, you can have 
the fun of growing the plants 
from seed. 

Plant the seed right after it is 
removed from the fruit and be¬ 
fore it dries out. Plant in good 
potting soil in a 4 or 5 inch pot. 
A good soil mixutre for citrus 
plants should contain 1 part loam, 
1 part leaf-mold and 1 part 
coarse sand. Keep the soil moist 
but not too wet. The seeds will 
send up sprouts in 3-5 weeks. 

Once the plants have started 
growth, water only enough to 
maintain good growth without 
wilting. Overwatering is a major 
problem with citrus plants. Feed 
every 4-6 weeks with a liquid 
organic fertilizer. Transplant to
